Berlin, June 11.—(Via London, 4 p. 
m.)—^Amlwissador Gerard presented the 
American note at the German foreign 
of&ce at 1:10 p. m. today. 


The American note, printed in full and 
given the greatest prominence in the 
Berlin newspapers, was not accompanied 
by editorial comment in editorials ap- 
pearing up to 3 o'clock. 


The 
headlines 
of 
the 
newspapers 
varied in wording, hut were similar in 
tone. Among the captions were "Amer- 
ica 
Stands 
Firm," "A 
Very Solemn 
Warning," "Grave American Warning to 
Germany" and "A Grave Appeal."

REGARDED AT, FRIENDLY. 


rofess to Ex- 
^ashington Diplomatics Profes 
pect Favorable Reply. 


Washington, June 11.—W^th the pub- 
lication todav of the latest note to Ger- 
manv concerning the 
sinking of 
the 
Lusitania, officials of the United States 
government and diplomatists generally 
discussed among themselves the proba- 
ble character of the German 
govern- 
ment's answer. 


While there was no definite informa- 
tion, the feeling in German quarters was 
that a favorable response was likely as 
the note seemed to op«n the door to a 
solution compatible alike with the in- 
terests of both Germany and the United 
States. 


The note, it was said, was purposely 
phrased so that it would give Germany 
on opportunity to meet the wishes of 
the United States with dignity and in 
üonformitv with German public opinion. 


Cannot Understand Bryan. 


Many wondered why Secretary Bryan 
refused to sign the note which they re- 
gard friendly in tone. 
They claim its 
friendliness "was the very means that 
he had suggested 
to 
accomplish 
the 
American purpose, while everybody m 
oflficial circles disagreed with INÍr. Bryan 
that the note might lead to war. 


Officials today settled down to await 
Germany's answer, which was not looked 
for under ten days or two weeks. 


Unofficial advices received here said 
the note, which had been considerably 
delayed in transmission, had been re- 
ceived by Ambassador Gerard in Berlin. 
It was to be presented

to the 
German foreign secretarJ^ It is expect^ 
ed here, however, that 
Germany 
will 
await the arrival of Meyer Gerhard, rep-

Friendly But Firm. 


The note which brought on the crisis 
in the cabinet and resignation of Will- 
iam J. Bryan as secretary of stiate, al- 
though friendly in character, firmly re- 
news previous demands that the Ger- 
man government give assurances that 
American lives and vessels shall here- 
after be safeguarded. Wliat action the 
United States will take in the event 
that Germany refuses to give such as- 
eurances is not indicated in the note. 


The note further declares that in the 
view of the American government that 
the contention that the Lusitania was 
carrying contraband of 
war 
or 
that 
these munitions were exploded by a tor- 
pedo "are irrelevant to the question of 
the legality of methods used by German 
naval authorities in sinking the vessel." 


"It is upon this principle of human- 
ity," the note adds, "as well as upon the 


I law founded upon this principle that the 
United States must stand." 
It assures 
Germany that it must have been in- 
formed when it assumed that the Lusi- 
tania carried guns, but the opportunity 
is given to Germany to submit any evi- 
dence that American officials did not 
execute their tasks thoroughly in in- 
specting the Lusitania. 


State department advices today indi- 
cated that 
Pre-sident Wilson's 
latest 
note to Germany had not yet been re- 
ceived in Berlin. 
Officials were confi- 
dent, however, that it would be in Am- 
bassador Gerard's hands some time to- 
day and would be placed before the for- 
eign office as soon aa it could be de- 
ciphered and translated by the embassy 
forces. 


Not a Word Changed. 


It became known today that although 
the not« was shown to former Secretary 
Bryan by direction of President Wilson 
just before it was dispatched, it was 
not altered after Mr. Bryan had seen it. 
Acting Secretary Lansing, who showed 
Mr. Bryan the note, said today 
that 
"not a word or letter" had been changed. 
Mr. Lansing had not signed tho note as 
secretary ad interim when he took it to 
Mr. Bryan and at that time, by 
the 
terms of Mr. Bryan's resignation, the 
latter was still secretary of stiite. Im-

Bryan's resignation became effective.

Morning Newspapers Do Not Refer to 
American Note. 


Berlin, June 11.—(Via London, 8:45 
a. m.)—None of the morning newspapers 
refers in any way to the American note 
or the fact that it has been received and 
there is no comment on the general situ- 
ation.

The military commandant of Berlin 
has issued a renewal of the order pro- 
hibiting the publication or communica- 
tion of military information without a 
previous order. 
He says the Crerman 
losses, although based on official list, 
"could lay no claim to correctness and 
in part gives greatly exaggerated fig- 
ures. 
Publications of this nature 
are 
calculated to evoke gromidless uneasiness 
"among the people and also occasion in- 
correct ideas abroad concerning German 
losses." 
The commandant therefore for- 
bids the publication of all such articles.

many would be told that there must 
be no more delay in the acceptance of 
this country's demand, etc. 


"Instead of waiting until the note 
was issued, they put their own construc- 
tion upon it in advance and colored it 
to suit their own purposes. 
It is a re- 
lief to find till; papers now emphasizing 
the friendly tone of the note and point- 
ing out that it 
does not 
necessarily 
mean war. 


"Something has been gained if the

Given in Summaiy. 


Official announcement was made at 
Vienna of the sinking in the Adriatic 
by an Austrian submarine of a Brit- 
ish cruiser. The warship is described 
as of the type of the Liverpool, a 
light cruiser. 


The Italian invasion 
of 
Austria 
over the eastern frontier has mads 
further headway. According to a re- 
port from Innesbruck, Austria, the 
Italians have captured the town of 
Ploeken, near the border. A dispatch 
from Udine, Italy, says the Italian 
forces are advancing through Predil 
pass, about six .miles on the Aus- 
trian side of the line. 


Heavy fighting on 
the Gallipoli 
peninsula has followed the French 
and British offensive movement un- 
dertaken a week ago. 
It was an- 
nounced officially in.Paris today that 
additional trenches had been won hy 
the French. 
A message from Con- 
stantinople states that the Fr«ch 
and British lost 2 , 0 0 0 men killed on 
the night of June 5-6 and that their 
losses all last week were enormous. 


No significant changes are recorded 
in today's official reports of the fight- 
ing in France or on the RuKian 
front. 


Two Russian vesseb—^the steamy 
Dania, of 1,689 tons, and the hailc 
Tomassina—have been sunk by Ger- 
man submarines. There was no loes 
of life. 


Following their success in the Bal- 
tic regions, the Russians now claim 
a considerable victory in Galicia. The 
Austro-German forces which are at- 
tempting 
to advance on Lemberg 
from the south are said by the Rus- 
sian war office to have been defeated 
in a battle along the Dneister, near 
Zurawna, to the east of Stry.

Second Statement Follows 
Despatch of Note to 
Grermany. 


ASKS A HEARING 


BEFORE JUDGMENT 


Urges Persuasion Rather 
Than Force in Handling 
Situation. 


• Washington, June 11.—William Jen- 
nings Bryan, in an appeal addressed "to 
the American people," last ni^ht, asks 
them to hear him before they pass sen- 
tence upon his laying down the port- 
folio of secretary of state in the midst 
of international stress. 
The statement, 
entitled by the former secretary as "the 
real issue," is as follows: 
: '."To the American people: 
You now 
have before you the text of the note 
to Germany—the note which it would 
hiive been my official duty to sign had 
I'-remained secretary of state, 
I ask 
ybu to sit in judgment upon my deci- 
sion t« resign rather than to share re- 
*pon«ibility for it. I am 8we you will 
ctadit ne with honorable motives« Imt 


that 
is not euougli. 
Oooil 
intentions 
could not atone for a mistake at suvii 
a time, on such a subject and under such 
circum-stances. 
If 
your 
verdict 
«s 
against me, I ask no mercy; I desire 
none if I have acted unwisely. 
A man 
in public life must act according to his 
conscience, but however 
conscientiously 
lie acts, lie must be prepared to accept 
without 
complaint 
any 
condemnation 
which his own errors may bring upon 
him; he must be willing to bear any de- 
served 
punishment 
from 
ostracism to 
execution. 
But hear me before you pass 
sentence. 


"The president and I agree in purpose, 
we desire a peaceful solution of the dis- 
pute 
which has 
arisen 
between the 
United States and (Jermany. 
We not 
only desire it, but with equal fervor 
wo pray for it, but we differ irrecon- 
silably as to the means of securing it. 
If it were merely a personal difference 
it wortld be a matter of little moment, 
for all the presumptions are on his side 
—the presumptions that go with power 
and authority. 
He is your president, I 
am a private citizen without office or 
title—but one of the hundred million of 
inhabitants. 
But the real issue is not 
between persons; it is between systems; 
and I rely for vindication wholly on toe 
strength of the position taken. 


"Among the influences which govern- 
ments employ in dealing with each other 
there are two Avhich are pre-eminent 
and antagonistic—force and persuasion. 
Force speaks with 
firmness and acts 
through the ultimatum; persuasion em- 
ploys argument, courts investigation and 
depends upon negotiations. 
Force reprit 
sents the old system—the system that 
must pass away; the persuasion repre- 
sents the, new system—the system that 
has been growing, all too slowly, it is 
true, but growing for nineteen hundred 
years. 
In the old system war is the 
chief cornerstone—war which at its best 
is little better than war at its worst; 
tbc new «ystem conteniDlatcB an oniver* 


sal brotherhood established througli up- 
lifting power of example. 


"If I correctly interpret the note to 
Germany, it conforms to the standards 
of the old sj'stem rather than to the 
rules of the now and 1 cheerfully admit 
tl-at it is abundantly 
supported 
by 
precedents—precedents written in char- 
acter of blood upon almost every page 
of human 
history. 
Austria 
furnishes 
the most recent precedent; it was Aus- 
tria's 
firmness 
that dictated the ulti- 
matum against» Serbia, which set the 
world at war. Every ruler now partici- 
pating in this unparalleled conflict ha-s 
proclaimed his desire for peace and de- 
nied responsibility for the war, and it 
is only charitable that Ave should credit 
all of them with good faith. 
They de- 
sired peace, but they sought it accord- 
ing to the rules of the old system. They 
believed that firmness would give the 
best assurance of the maintenance of 
peace and faithfully 
following 
prece- 
dent, they went so near the fire that 
they were, one after 
another, sucked 
into the contest. Never before have the 
frightful follies of this 
fatal 
system 
been so clearly revealed as now. The 
most civilized and enlightened—aye, the 
most christian of the nations of Eu- 
rope—are grappling with each other as 
if in a death struggle. 
They are sacri- 
ficing the best and bravest of their sons, 
oh the battlefield; they are converting: 
their gardens into cemeteries and their 
homes into houses of mourning;' they 
are taxing the wealth of today and lay- 
ing a burden of debt on the toil of tlie 
futuro; they have filled the air with 
thunderbolts more deadly than those of 
Jove and they have multiplied the perils 
of the deep.

"As an humble follower of the Prince 
of Peace; as a devoted believer in the

matter which will leave no doubt of our 
government's willingness to continue ne- 
gotiations w'ith Germany until an ami-

The Fort Wayne Sentinel 
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Garrison's Army Plans 


Additional details of Secretary Garrison's plans for the reor- 
jganization of the United States army, which are daily coming to 
Ught in Washington, show that the secretary of war believes wc 
giould have an army of 200,000 men as the regular peace foofing 
military complement. The retirement of Secretary Bryan is ap- 
"parently to be followed by a change in the administration's policy 
Ifegarding national defense, and while there is no admission that 
ibe president has sanctioned the plan prepared by Secretary Garri 
ioti, it is hardly probable he is proceeding without Mr. Wilson's ap- 
proval. 


In the system which the war secretary has ready for presenta- 
tion to congress, he would have the present force increased to in- 
clude sixty regiments of infantry, twenty regiments of field artillery 
End twenty regiments of cavalry, in addition to 30,000 coast artillery 
taen. As there are approximately 2,000 men a regiment of infantry, 
tad 1,000 in each regiment of field artillery and cavalry, this would 
hiake the mobile army total 160,000 men on a peace footing. 


With the regular forces augmented, the secretary wants also 
authorization for the creation of a reserve of citizen soldierj% and 
anothe? suggestion under consideration is a shorter period of en- 
listment under which the soldier would pass one or two years act- 
ually with the colors jand longer period in the reserve army in- 
stead of the three-year term of enlistment now prevailing. 
Despite 
the labors toward disarmament and the deploring of militarism, the 
trend in Washington, as over the country generally, is plainly 
toward an inci-ease in both the military and naval force of the 
United States, and Secretary Garrison's recommendations are the 
ones most likely to be adopted. 


State Oil Inspector Behymer has been receiving complaints that 
some of his oil inspectors over the state have been careless in their 
inspection work, even submitting reports Avithout having actually 
mftde tsests of oil and gasoline on which they reported. 
Perhaps 
this sort of thing is a natural consequence of the widespread impres- 
sion that the oil inspectorships were political jobs pure and simple, 
and that their chief purpose lay in rewarding party service. At any 
rate Mr. Behymer's insistence upon a new standard of efficiency is 
eminently proper, and in view of the complaints perhaps most timely. 


Lincoln highway celebrations are being held here and there 
along the route of the famous roadway, but the real thing in Lincoln 
highway celebrations will not be on view until Fort Wayne stages 
its program on June 21. With Vice President Marshall and half a 
dozen or more notables gracing the occasion, and with something do- 
ing every minute, the event will well be worth coming many miles 
to see.

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THE LAST STRAW.

The stóry of fc father who íBól his 
BÓn dead foir slamming a door ànd then 
mortally wounded himself is shocking 
but not so strange, except ih its extrem- 
ity of violence, as thè bare statement 
would appear. 
How many tragedies, 
mental and physical, have found their 
culmination in just such a trifling irri- 
tation, the proverbial last straw that 
broke the camel's back. 


Trivial 
misunderstandings 
brooded 
over bring discord and strife into many 
households. The misplacing of a collar 
button, the mislaying of a coat, the 
mailing or rather not mailing of a let- 
ter, forgetfulneSB of this 
trifle or 
thoughtlessness in doing another, the 
slamming of a door or the putting out 
of the cat have been the insignificant 
centers aroimd which many a domestic 
^ r m has raged. 
There seems to be 
some odd quality of irritation evolved 
at times by constant association, which 
finds outlet in what is popularly known 
as "flying off the handle." It may be 
that there are moments when everyone 
needs to be let alone, left wholly to his 
or her own thoughts or devices, when 
the intrusion of anyone jars. .In'such 
moments every fancied slight or affront 
is recalled and revived, every disturb- 
ance an irritation. It is a morbid state 
of mind and usually accompanied by an 
"out of sorts" disposition, but out of 
these 
trivialities 
domestic 
tragedies 
grow. 


In the case of this father and son the 
personal antipathies had apparently long 
passed that petty stage. 
Tlie report 
•aid that they had not spoken Since De- 
cember, when the boy defended his 
mother against an attack by his father. 
But the culmination came in the slam- 
ming of that door, breaking the last 
shred of èelf-control in the mind of an 
irritable man. The sane mind will com- 
bat this tendency to irritation over tri- 
fles, will recognize it as a warning for 
greater self-control. It may not lead 
to murder or home-breaking in every in- 
stance, happily it does not, but studied 
avoidance of giving way to it would 
undoubtedly make life happier in count- 
less homes. 


A LESSON FOR HOOSIERS. 


(South Bend Tribune.) 


All the warnings from Washington 
are not being sent to Germany and 
Mexico these days. Indiana has receiv- 
ed one also in the forfeiture by ten 
militia companies of their right to na- 
tional aid. The state is under obliga- 
tions to the federal government to keep 
(he companies up to high standard of 
efficiency in return for the assistance 
the national government gives in the 
matter of expenses, equipment and in- 
spection. That the state militia in ten 
cities should no longer be found fit to 
receive this assistance is a distinct hu- 
miliation to the state and also a warn- 
in^ 


The trouble with the militia has been 
largely due, it is said, to incompetent 
commissioned officers. That this should 
be true will not surprise any who have 
watched in recent years the part poli- 
tics haft been playing in the national 
guard. If men who study military tac- 
tics and -vvho are capable officers are to 
be shoved aside that the ambitions of 
petty politicians may be served, M'hat 
else than deterioration of service could 
be expected? It is, not surprising that 
the military service of the state has 
suffered under such conditions. 


WhUe the action of the federal gov- 
érhinent is humiliating to the state, it 
ought to have a stimulating result. In- 
diana is not alone among the states thus 
to be given notice that the federal gov- 
ernment expects the states to live up to 
their contracts in return for the assist- 
ance given, but we stand pretty well to 
the front of the derelict states. It is 
enough to cause every Hoosier to hang 
his head in shame and enter upon the 
mighty resolve that the national guard 
shall be redeemed from politics and re- 
stored to its former high plane j yes, 
even shall exceed that meritorious rec- 
ord.

Along Western Shores 
of Adriatic. 


W'ashington, D. C., J u n e 11.—"A much 
mixed, backward 
and strangeh' 
super- 
stitious 
people 
are 
those 
wlio dwell 
along the western shore.«? of the Adri- 
atic sea," according to a bulletin issued 
by the' National Geographic society to- 
day, which sketches the latest folk to 
be brought upon the battle frontier in 
their pleasant 
hill-and-yalley 
homes, 
stretching from Triest to the 
soutliern 
tip of Dalmatia. 
Continuing, the bulle- 
tin says: 


"Greek colonics and 
Roman 
muni- 
cipia; 
Byzantian 
ofiicials 
and 
sick 
Franks abandoned on the rocks of Zara 
by Crusaders; Italians e.xiled during the 
centuries of 
strife among their 
petty 
states or brought thither by trade ven- 
tures; the flood of Slavonian and later, 
of Ottoman invasion; all these are the 
elements of the people living along Aus- 
tria-Hungary's 
seacoast. 
Franks, 
By- 
zantians, Croats, Bosniaks, Turks, Hun- 
garians, Genoese, Neapolitans, Germans 
and, of first importance, Venetians have 
ruled various parts of this coast at dif- 
ferent times. The heavy ground-tone of 
this shore people is Slai-onian, but there 
is besides a jumble of almost every oth- 
er racial element under the sun. 


"From Triest, downward, the Slavon- 
inns predominate. 
Latin Triipi-s noted 
t h a t these Slavonian tribes 
knew 
no 
form of 
monarchal 
government, 
but 
t h a t all m a t t e r s of the tribe were dealt 
with by a common national council. And 
today the individual Dalmatian and Is- 
trian is one of sturdiest 
independence. 
These Slavonians worshipped a god of 
thunder, sacred groves, nymphs and genii, 
special-powered 
beings, of all 
descrip- 
tions; and they still do many odd fetish 
services, though more Christian peoples, 
of more simple and abundant faith, are 
not to be found.

country, 
and the folklore is rii-h in their doings 
and in the common mortal's philosophy

the back or breast of tha sleeper and

upon the sleeper's side, and so the true 
Dalmatian never thinks of sleeping 
in 
any other way than on his si<ie. 


"The 
vampire pursues 
hid 
peculiar 
Dalmatian orgies in the guise of a man 
or woman, lately dead and of faulty e.K;- 
istence. and is said to be merely a humar 
skin filled with blood and covered with 
a shroud. 
This creatiu'e waits at ni}zlit 
along byways and 
graveyard.s for lii^ 
victims, and. also, a t times, rattles the 
window shutters or throws down 
tiles 
from 
the 
roof.

LESSON FOR JUNE 13 


BLESSEDNESS OF FORGIVENESa 


LESSON TEXT-P»lm 3Z. 
GOLDEN TEXT—BlesMd l8 he whose 
tranBKresRion Is forgiven, whose ila It 
covered—Psalm «2:1. 


This 
psalm Is believed 
to hay« 
grown out of David's experience with 
Nathan (see Rom. 4:6-8). 
It Is the 
second of the seven so-called "pent* 
tential psalms" (6, 32, 38, 61, 102, 130, 
143). While it is sad, it is at the same 
time one of the .moat joyful of all 
psalms. It is the record of bitter sor- 
row and also of heartfelt praise, and 
is as vital in its message today as the 
day it was given to the world. 


I. The State or Condition of Happi- 
ness. 
(1) 
What 
is happiness? vv. 
1, 2. The blessed or happy man Is the 
one whose sin is covered. 
God only 
can forgive sin and has plainly set 
before us his agency, viz., the shed 
"blood. 
David as king enjoyed 
the 
pleasures of life, but he also knew the 
result of hidden sin, of sins covered. 
The joy of forgiveness is offered to 
all who accept God's gift of Justifica- 
tion (Acts 10:43). The psalmist seems 
to multiply words. 
"Transgression" 
means rebellion; "sin" to miss the 
mark (Rom. 3:23); "Iniquity," to be 
crooked. 
When men try to cover sin 
we are expressly told the result (Prov. 
28:13), but God literally takes away 
when he forgives and "covers" sin 
(John 1:29; Ps. 103:12; 85:2). 
Nei- 
ther man or devij can uncover what 
he has covered. 
(2) Who is unhappy? 
vv. 3, 4. Contrasted with the state or 
condition of happiness granted to the 
'forgiven sinner is presented that of 
those unforglven. 
David kept silence 
without only to have a raging tempest 
within—lips silent, bones 
"roaring." 
During the days of David's silence fol- 
lowing his sinful act he was guilty of 
increased acts of sin and cruelty (2 
Sam. 12:31). 
The origin of the word 
Selah is not known. 
It probably indi- 
"cated a musical Interlude and In this 
psalm most appropriately and dramat- 
ically appears. 
(3) How we may be 
"happy, vv. 5, 6. All sin is uncovered 
to God. 
His all-seeing eye can pene- 
trate man's futile endeavors to hide 
his transgressions. 
The first step to 
forgiveness and to happiness is con- 
fession of guilt. 
God's heavy hand 
wrought saving faith in David and 
Buch faith has as its first condition 
confession, "1 acknowledged my sin." 
Such confession is full and frank. 
'Nothing Is held back nor has it any 
element of hypocrisy, and It always 
secures results (I John 1:9; Luke 15: 
20-23). 


The godly man, the man who Is the 
recipient of God's grace thus bestowed, 
^rays in a time "when thou mayest be 
•found," or (see margin) "in the time 
of finding out sin" (v. 6 R. V.). 
The 
prophet tells us that there is a time 
when we may not find God (Isa. 55:6) 
and Paul tells us when he may be 
found (II Cor. 6:2). 


II. How to Continue In the State of 
Being Happy. 
(1) Our security (v. 7). 
When men forgive they do not "cover." 
What God hides he forgets (Isa. 38:17; 
Micah 7:19). 
Our security, our "hid- 
ing place" Is Jehovah. 
Our preserver 
Is Jehovah (Ps. 91:31; Isa. 32:1, 2). 
Jehovah preserves from trouble those 
whom he forgives (Ps. 34:19). 
Such 
men have a serenity, a "peace" even 
the "peace of God" which the sinner 
can never have (Isa. 26:3; Rom. 5:1; 
Phil. 4:7). 
(2) Our instructor ( w . 8, 
9). 
(a) Positively—we have one who 
not only forgives and blots out the 
past but one who has promised to 
"instruct," to "teach" and to "guide." 
Nearly all believe that the introduc- 
tion of the personal pronouns in verse 
8 Indicate that God is speaking in 
response to David's appeal recorded in 
verse 6. Jehovah guides with his "eye 
•upon" us (v. 8 R. V.) 
He instructs 
us by his spirit through his Word 
XPs. 119:105; John 16:13). 
(b) Neg- 
atively—Some must needs be directed 
by "bit and bridle." 
Some have to 
learn through bitter experience. 
We 
have our choice. 
Those who will not 
listen to instruction are compared to 
the horse and the mule who "have no 
understanding." 
Even so they 
are 
more useful than those who wildly 
run after sin. 
Only thus can some 
"come near" (v, 9 R. V.) though that 
Is better than not to be brought near 
at all. 
(3) Our faith (v. 9). 
What 
kind of a life will God's forgiven chil- 
dren live? 
What is one of the fore- 
most characteristics of a happy life? 
Here is the answer, "He that trusteth 
In the Lord." 
This is the conclusion 
>f the whole matter. 


Our only Joy is in the Lord "who 
iath done marvelous things whereof 
>e are glad." 


Christ is the incarnate mercy and 
grace of God. 
In him wo have God's 
lorglveness. 


He supplies our every need (Phil. 
4:19). He pardons, heals, restores, di- 
rects, gives power (Matt. 28:18-20). 
' Joy and impurity aro never compan« 
Ions. Only the ptire can purify. Only 
the healthy can heal. 
Only the. right- 
eous and free can pardon. 


"Rejoice in Jehovah! and leap for 
Joy, O righteous! and sladly shout all 
ye upright in heart."—Maclaren. 


To shout a godly and acceptable 
ihout demands that we be "upright in

HOW DID W FLY 


IDE AMERP m 


Few Used It Correctly Me- 
morial Day, An Author- 
ity Says. 


Kansas City, JIo., June t.—The wrong 
use of the flag is a verj' common thing, 
according to Walter L. Wilson, of this 
city, who is considered, an authority on 
its correct use. 
He is connected with 
a company that makes flags. Mr. Wilson 
iwas struck by the general ignorance in 
this matter of flags on Memorial day. 


Contrary to the-ruies of* the army 
and navy, flags were at full mast all 
day long. The flag should be at 
half 
mast until noon and then raised to the 
top of the pole. In raising the flog to 
half mast it must be pulled first to the 
top of the pole and then lowered one- 


fourth of the way. The mast is the up- 
per half of the pole. 


Furthermore, says IMr. Wilson, there 
is etiquette in the use of the national 
colors with other colors. The refl, white 
and blue must ahvaj-g be placed at the 
right of or above any other flag or em- 
blem. Not a few business buildings of 
this city fly their own Hags above that 
of the Uniteil States, and it is no un- 
common thing to see the national colors 
placed on the left of the emblem of 
some club or city. 


"Never fly the flag all night," Mr. Wil- 
son said. "It is only done where active 
military operations are being condiicted 
in time of war. 
The flag should be 
raised with the rising of the sun and 
struck with its setting. 
It should be 
kept at half mast only during the half 
of the day in which the funeral of a 
public citizen takes place." 


The special days for displaying the 
flag are: Lincoln's birthday anniversary, 
February 12; Washington's birthday an- 
niversary, February 22; the anniversary 
of the battle of Le.xington, April 
19; 
Memorial day, May 30; Flag day, June 
14; the anniversary of the battle of Bun- 


ker Hill, June 17; 
Independence 
day, 
July 4; the anniversary- of the battle 
of Saratoga, October 17; the anniversary 
of the surrender of Yorktown, October 
r.>, and the anniversary' of the evacua- 
tion of Yorktown, November 25.

(By Roger W. Babson, written off the 
coast of Brazil at equator.) 


Don't judge the climate of a place by 
its distance from the equator. 
This is 
one factor; but only one. When going 
down the west cpast of South America, 
the good Gates ship crossed the equa- 
tor off the 
coast of Ecuador. 
"^^Tien 
standing on the forward deck, I needed 
my- overcoat. 


Since then I have been nearly 10,000 
miles and am riov going ^P 
coast of South America. 
I am agam 
crossing the equator and the thermom- 
eter registers only 85. It is much like 
an average summer day in the United 
States, except that the air is damp. 


These last are especially 
important 
here in the tropics, 
m e n this part of 
the world comes to be developed, the 
hill towns will be the pleasant places 
to live; while the lowlands 
will 
be 
avoided. 
This is the reverse of the de- 
velopment now taking place in tem- 
perate zones. 


Although I should not want to live 
in Para or in any other part of north- 
ern Brazil, owing to its lowness , and 
humidity, yet the climate here is much 
better than I anticipated. 


The thermometer goes higher in St. 
Paul and ^Minneapolis than in 
Para, 
Manaos, Tquitos and other Amazonian 
cities. 
But the continuous and monot- 
onous warmth and humidity in north- 
ern Brazil makes people lazy. 


Unfortunately real men are difficult 
to find among the natives in tha tropics 
today. 
But there are splendid fellows 
who have come from North America, 
England and elsewhere, who deserve the 
greatest of credit. 


Tlie people of northern Brazil are very 
much handicapped by both the climate 
and the African blood which is so evi- 
dent.

REFUSED TO SIGN, QUITTING CABINET 


Washington, June 11.—Tlie 
text 
of 
the Anwrican rejoinder to the German 
government's reply to the note follow- 
ing the sinking of the Lusitania fol- 
lows : 


"The secretary of state ad interiin 
to ; the American ambassador at Berlin: 


"Department 
of 
State, 
Washington, 
June 9.—American Ambassador, Berlin 
—You are instructed to deliver text 
ually the following note to the minister 
of -foreign affairs: 


"In compliance with your excellency s 
request I did not fail to transmit to 
mv government immediately upon their 
receipt T O U T note of May 28 in reply to 
my note of Mav 15, and your supple- 
mentary note of June 1, setting forth 
the conclusions so far as reached by the 
imperial German government concerning 
the attacks on the American steamers 
Gushing and Gulflight. 
I am now in 
structed by my government to commu 
aicate the following in reply: 


"The government of the United States 
notep with gratification the full recogni- 
tion by the imperial 
German 
govern- 
ment, in discussing the 
cases 
of 
the 
Cushing and the Gulflight, of the princi- 
ple of the freedom of all parts of the 
open sea to neutral ships and the frank 
willingness of the imperial German gov- 
ernment to acknowledge and meet its 
liability where the fact of attack upon 
neiltral ships 'which 
have 
not 
been 
guilty of any hostile act' by German 
air craft or vessels of war is satiafacto- 
n l y established; and the government of 
thè United States will in due course lay 
before the imperial German government, 
as it requests, full information concern- 
ing the attack on the steamer Cushing. 


"With regard to the sinking of the 
Bteamer Falaba, by which an American 
citizen lost his life, the government of 
the United States is surprised to find 
the imperial German government con- 
tending that an effort on the part of a 
merchantman to escape capture and se- 
cure assistance alters the obligation of 
the officer seeking to make the capture 
in respect of the safety of the lives of 
those on board the merchantman,, al- 
though the vessel has ceased her at- 
tempt to escape when torpedoed. 
These 
are not new circumstances. 
They have 
been in the mind» of statesmen and of 
international jurists throughout the de- 
vèlppment of naval warfare, and the 
government of the United States does 
not understand that they 
have 
ever 
been held to alter the principles of hu- 
manity upon 
which 
it 
has 
insisted.

"Your excellency's note, in discussm;? 
the loss of American 
lives 
resultiti«; 
from the sinking of the steamship Lusi- 
tania, adverts at some length to cer- 
tain 
information 
which 
the 
imperial 
German government has received with 
regard to the character and oirtfit of 
that vessel 
and 
your 
excelleaicy ex- 
presses 
the fear that this information 
may not have been brought to the at- 
tention of the government of the United 
States. 
It is stated in the note that 
the Lusitania was undoubtedly equipped 
with masked guns, supplied with trained 
tfminers and special ammunition, trans- 
porting troops from Canada, carrying a 
cargo not permitted under the laws of 
the United States to a vessel also car- 
rying: passengers and serving, in virtual 
effect, as an auxiliary 
to 
the naval 
forces of Great Britain. 
Fortunately 
these 
are matters 
conuceraing 
which 
the government of the United States is 
in a position to give the imperial Ger- 
man government 
official 
information. 
Of the facts alleged in your excellency's 
note, if true, the government of 
the 
United States would have been bound to 
take official cognizance in 
performing 
its recognized duty as a neutral power 
and in enforcing its national laws. 
It 
was its duty to see to it that the Lusi- 
tania was not armed for offensive ac- 
tion, that she 
was not serving as a 
transport, that she did not carry a car- 
go prohibited by the statutes of the 
United States, and that if in fact she 
was a naval vessel of Great Britain, 
she should not receive clearance as a 
merchantman; 
and it performed that 
duty and enforced 
its 
statutes witb 
scrupulous vigilance 
through its regu- 
larly constituted 
officials. 
It is able, 
therefore, to assure the imperial Ger- 
man government that it has been misin- 
formed. 
If the imperial German gov- 
ernment should deem itself to be in 
possession of convincing evidence that 
the officials of the government of the 
United States 
did not perform these 


duties with thoroughness, the govern- 
ment of the 
United States 
sincerely 
liopes that it will submit that evidence 
for 
consideration. 


"What ever may be the contentions 
of the imperial German government re- 
garding the carriage of contraband of 
war on board the Lusitania or regard- 
ing the explosion of that material by 
the torpedo, it need only be said that In 
the view of this government these con- 
tentions are irrelevant to the question 
of the legality of the methods used by 
the German naval authorities in sinking 
the vessel. 


"But the sinking of passenger ships 
involves principles of humanity, which 
throw into the background any special 
circumstances of detail 
that may be 
thought to affect the cases, principles 
which lift it as the 
imperial German 
government will, no doubt, be qmck to 
recognize and acknowledge, out of the 
class of ordinary subjects of diplomatic 
discussion 
or of 
international 
contro- 
ver-'v. 
Whatever be the other fact« re- 
garding the Lusitania, the principal fact 
is that a great steamer, primarily and 
chiefly a conveyance for passengers, and 
carrying more than a thousand souls, 
who had no part or lot in the conduct 
of the war, was torpedoed and sunk 
without so much as a challenge or a 
warning, and 
that men, women 
and 
children were sent to their death in cir- 
cumstances unparalleled in modem war- 
fare. 


"The fact that more than one hun- 
dred 
American 
citizens 
were 
among 
those who perished made it the duty 
of the government of the United States 
to speak of these things and once more, 
with solemn emphasis, to call the atten- 
tion of the imperial German government 
to the grave responsibility which the 
government of the United States con- 
ceives that it has incurred in this tragic 
occurrence ,and to the indisputable prin- 
ciple 
upon -which 
that 
responsibility 
rests. 
The government of the 
United 
States is contending for something much 
greater than mere rights of property or 
privileges of commerce. 
It is contend- 
ing for nothing less 
high and 
sacred 
than the 
rights of 
humanity, 
which 
every government honors. itself in re- 
specting and which no government la 
justified in resigning on behalf of those 
under its care and authority. 
Only her 
actual resistance to capture or refusal 
to stop when ordered to do so for the 
purpose of visit could have afforded the 
commander of the submarine any justi- 
fication for so much as putting the lives 
of those on board the ship in jeopardy. 
This principle the government of 
the 
United States understands the explicit 
instructions issued on August 3, 1914, 
by the imperial German admiralty 
to 
its commanders at sea to have recog- 
nized and embodied, as do the naval 
codes of all other nations, and upon it 
every traveler and seaman had a right

It is upon this principle oi 
humanity as well as upon thè law found- 
ed upon this principle that the United 
States must stand. 


"The government of the United States 
is happy to observe that your excel- 
lency's note closes with the intimation 
that the imperial German government is 
willing, now as before, to accept 
the 
good offices of the United States in an 
attempt to come to an understanding 
with the government of Great Britain, 
by which the character and condition of 
the war upon the sea may be changed. 
The government of the United 
States 
would consider it a privilege thus to 
serve its 
friends and the woi'ld. 
It 
stands ready at any time to convey to 
either government any 
intimation 
or 
suggestion the other may be willing to 
have it convey and cordially invites the 
imperial German government to make 
use of its services in this way at its 
convenience. 
The whole world is con- 
cerned in anything that may bring about 
even a partial accommodation of inter- 
ests or in any way mitigate the terrors 
of the present distressing conflict. 


"In the meantime, whatever arrange- 
ment may happily be made between the 
parties to the war, and whatever may 
in the opinion of the imperial German 
govemment have been the provocation 
or the circumstantial justification for 
the past acts, of its commanders at sea, 
the government of the United 
States 
confidently looks to see the justice and 
humanity of the government 
of Ger- 
many 
vindicated in 
all 
cases whore 
Americans have been wronged or their 
rights as neutrals invaded. 


"The government of the United Statevi 
therefore very earnestly and very sol- 
emnly renews the representations of its 
note transmitted to the imperial Ger- 
man government on the 15th of Mav and 
relies in these representations upon the 
principles of humanity, the imiversally 
recognized 
understanding 
of 
interna- 
tional law, and the ancient friendship 
of the German nation, 


"The government of the United States 
cannot admit that the proclamation of 
a war zone from which neutral ships 
have been warned to keep away may be 
made to operate as in any degree ao ab- 
breviation of the rights either of Ameri- 
can shipmasters or of American 
citi- 
zens bound on lawful errands as pas- 
sengers on merchant ships of belligerent 
nationality. 
It does not understand the 
imperial German government to question 
those rights. 
It understands it also, to 
accept as established beyond question 
the principle that the lives of non-com- 
batants cannot lawfully or rightfully be 
put in jeopardy by the capture or de- 
struction of an unresisting merchant- 
man, and to recognize the obligation to 
take sufficient precaution to ascertain 
whether a suspected merchantman is in 
fact of belligerent nationality or is in 
fact carrying contraband of war under 
a neutral flag. The government of the

require no argument to 
prove tJiat in the emergency of war we 
would need for our first line not less 
than 500.000 men at once! 


The present force of regulars at many 
isolated stations within 
the 
United 
States, 
together 
with the estimated 
available organized militia, 
scattered 
through forty-eight states, would not 
aggi-egate in excess of one-fourth the 
requirement of the first call—mobiliza- 
tion is hardly the term—to use regard- 
ing forces which have none of the larg- 
er tactical organizations 
complete in 
peace. 


There would result an immediate ne- 
cessity for a call for untrained volun- 
teers.

Rome, Italy, June 7.—The oldest, the 
smallest and the most peaceful republic 
in the world has cast off its neutrality 
and pltmged into war as the majority 
of other countries of Europe have done. 
This is the little republic of San Ma- 
rino, twenty-two square miles in area, 
and entirely surrounded by Italian ter- 
ritory. 
San Marino has approved 
the 
course of Italy and declared itself "in 
a state of war." 


San Marino stands on a high moim- 
tain, a few miles from Rimini, half-way 
down the "boot" of Italy, and from ite 
lofty situation dominates the 
Adriatic 
sea." It is less than 150 
miles 
from 
Rome. 


Therefore, had it continued " neutral 
Austrian 
aeroplanes 
operating 
from 
Pola, the Austrian naval base on 
the 
Adriatic, could in time of need, take 
refuge in San Marino, repair, take on 
new supplies and return home. 


This is not possible since San Ma- 
rino joined with Italy in the war and 
in addition Italy would have the bene- 
fit, if she wanted it, of San Marino's 
standinjr army of sixty soldiers and two 
cannon, the only cannon in the entire 
republic. 


xiiosc cannon are housed in theRocca, 
once a fortress, but now used as a jail 
and they are only good for firing sa- 
lutes on festival days. 


The republic has a population of 12,- 
fiOO while the city of San Marino has a 
liitle over 1,600 inhabitants. 


In addition to the standing axmy of 
sixty there are seven policemen and two 
government doctors. 


San Marino, situated on the top of a 
mountain almost in the heart of lialy, 
has been described "as a mole on the 
cheek of a fair lady." 


The story of the founding of this tiny 
nation is as unique as the republic it- 
self. 


It is said that in the last part of the 
fourth century a stonecutter from Dal- 
matia came to the city of Rimini 
to 
build walls for that city. 
He got the 
stone from quarries on Mount Titanus 
and in his spare time sought to gain con- 
verts to Christianity. 
He succeeded so 
well that a certain woman of title made 
him a present of the mountain as a re- 
ward for his efforts. 


This mountain then became a refuge 
for persecuted Christians, 
^^^len 
the 
stonecutter, Marinus by name, died, the 
little band he had gathered around him 
built a monastery, 
proclaimed him 
a 
saint and then to further perpetuate hia 
memory they established the republic of 
San Marino.

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Garrison's Army Plans 


'Additional details o£ Secretary Garrison's plans for the reor- 


ganization of the United States army, which are daily coming to 
light in Washington, show that the secretary of war believes we 
ihould have an army of 200,000 men as the regular peace footing 
' foilitary complement. The retirement of Secretary Bryan is ap- 


parently to be followed by a change in the administration's policy 
regarding national defense, and while there is no admission that 
the president has sanctioned the plan prepared by Secretary Gam- 
ion, it is hardly probable he is .proceeding without Mr. "Wilson's ap- 
proval. 


In the system -which the war secretary has ready for presenta- 


tion to congress, he would have tho present force increased to in- 
clude sixty regiments of infantry, twenty regiments of field artillery 
md twenty regiments of cavalry, in addition to 30,000 coast artillery 
taen. As there are approximately 2,000 men a regiment of infantry, 
fcnd 1,000 in each regiment of field artillery and cavalry, this would 
Wake the mobile army total 160,000 men on a peace footing. 


"With the regular forces augmented, the secretary wants also 


authorization for the creation of a reserve of citizen soldiery, and 
another suggestion under consideration is a shorter period of en- 
listment under which the soldier would pass one or two years act- 
ually with the colors and longer' period in the reserve army in- 


x stead of the three-year term of enlistment now prevailing. Despite 


the labors toward disarmament and the deploring of militarism, the 
trend in Washington, as over the country generally, is plainly 
toward an increase in both the military and naval force of the 
United States, and Secretary Garrison's recommendations are the 
ones most likely to be adopted.

fourth of the way. The mast is the up- 
>er half of the pole. 


Furthermore, says Mr. Wilson, there 


s etiquette in the use of the national 
colors with other colors. The red, while 
ond blue must, always be placed at the 
right of or above any other flag or em- 
,)lem. Not a few business buildings of 
this city fly tlioir own flags above that 
of the United States, and it is no un- 
common thing to see the national colors 
placed on the left of the emblem of 
some club or city. 


"Never fly the flag all night," Mr. Wil- 


son said. "It is only done, where active 
military operations arc being conducted 
in time of war. 
The flag should be 


raised with the rising of the sun and 
struck with its setting. 
It should be 


kept at half mast only during the half 
of the day in which the funeral of a 
public citizen takes place.''

HEW NOIE TO GERMANY, WHICH BRYAN 


Washington, June 11^—The text of 


the American rejoinder to the German 
government's reply to the note follow- 
ing, the sinking of the Lusitainia fol- 
lows : 


"The secretary of state nd interim 


to .the American ambassador at Berlin: 


"Department of State, Washington, 


June 9.—American Ambassador, Berlin: 
—You are instructed to deliver text- 
ually the following note to the minister 
of foreign affairs: 
j 
'iln compliance with your excellency s 


request I did not fail" to transmit to 


my government immediately upon their 
receipt your note of May 28 in reply to 
mj- note of May 15, and' your supple- 
mentary note'of June 1, setting forth 
the conclusions so far as reached by the 
imperial German government concerning 
the attacks on the American steamers 
Gushing and Gulflight. I am now in- 
structed by my government to commu- 
nicate the following in reply: 


"The government of the United States 


notes with gratification the full recogni- 
tion by the imperial German govern- 
ment, in discussing the cases of the 
Gushing and the Gulflight, of the princi- 
ple of the freedom of all parts of the 
open sea to neutral ships and the frank 
willingness of the imperial German gov- 
ernment to acknowledge Mid meet its 
liability where the fact of attack upon 
neutral ships 'which have 
not 
been 


guilty of any hostile act' by German 
air craft or vessels of war is satisfacto- 
rily established; and the government of 
the United States will in due course lay 
before the imperial German government. 
l* 'it requests, full information concern- 
ing .the attack on the steamer Cushing. 


"With regard to the sinking of the 


steamer Falaba, by which an American 
citizen lost his life, the government of 
the United States is surprised to find 
the imperial German government con- 
tending that an effort on the part of a 
merchantman to escape capture and se- 
cure assistance .alters the obligation of 
the officer seeking to make the capture 
in respect of the safety of the lives of 
those on board the merchantman, al- 
though the vessel has ceased her at- 
tempt to escape when torpedoed.

are not new circumstances. They have 
been in the minds of statesmen and of 
international jurists throughout thn de- 
velopment of naval warfare, and the 
government of the United States does 
not understand that they have ever 
been held to alter the principles of hu- 
manity upon which it has insisted.

ment of the United States sincerely 
hopes that it will submit that evidence 
for consideration. 


"What ever may be the contentions 


of the imperial German government re- 
garding the carriage of contraband of 
war on board the Lueitania or regard- 
ing the explosion of that material by 
the torpedo, it need only be said that in 
the view of this government these con- 
tentions are irrelevant to the question 
of the legality of the methods used by 
the German naval authorities in sinking 
the vessel. 


"But the- sinking of passejige.r ships 


involves principles of humanity, which 
throw into the background any special 
circumstances of detail 
that may be 


thought to affect the cases, principles 
which lift it as the 
imperial German 


government will, no doubt, be quick to 
recognize and acknowledge; out of the 
class of ordinary subjects of diplomatic 
discussion or of international contro- 
vert. Whatever be the other fact* re- 
garding the Lusitania, the principal fact 
is that a great steamer, primarily and 
chiefly a conveyance for passengers, and 
currying more than a thousand souls, 
who had no part or lot in the conduct 
of the war, was torpedoed and sunk 
without so much as a challenge or a 
warning, and that, men, women and 
children were sent to their death in cir- 
cumstances unparalleled in modern war- 
fare.

the war upon the sea may be changed. 
The government of the Unitfld States 
would consider it a privilege thus to 
serve its friends and the world.

stands ready at any time to convey to 
either government any intimation or 
suggestion the other may be willing to 
have it convey and "cordially invites the 
imperial German government to make 
use of Its services in this way at its 
convenience. 
The whole world is con- 


cerned in anything that may bring about 
even a partial accommodation of inter- 
ests or in any way mitigate the terrors 
of the present distressing conflict. 


"In the meantime, whatever arrange- 


ment may happily be made between the 
parties to the w»r, and whatever may 
in the opinion of the imperial German 
government have been the provocation 
or the circumstantial justification for 
the past acts, of ita commanders at sea, 
the government of the United States 
confidently looks to see the justice and 
humanity of the government of Ger- 
many vindicated in 
all 
cases where 


Americans have been wronged or their 
rights as neutrals invaded. 


"The government of the United Stateu 


therefore very earnestly and very sol- 
emnly renews the representations of Us 
note transmitted to the imperial Ger- 
man government on the 15th of Mav and 
relies in these representations upon the 
principles of humanity, the universally 
recognized understanding of interna- 
tional law, and the ancient friendship 
of the German nation. 


"The government of the United States 


cannot admit that-the proclamation of 
a war zone from which neutral ships 
have been warned to keep away may be 
made to operate as in any degree an ab- 
breviation of the rights either of Ameri- 
can shipmasters or of American- citi- 
zens bound on lawful errands as.pas- 
sengers on merchant ships of belligerent 
nationality. It does not understand the 
imperial German government to question 
those rights. It understands it also, to

struction of an unresisting merchant- 
man, and to recognize the obligation to 
take sufficient precaution to ascertain 
whether a suspected merchantman is in 
fact of belligerent nationality or is 5n 
fact carrying contraband of war under 
a neutral flag. The government of the 
United States therefore deems it reason- 
able to expect that the imperial German 
government will adopt the measures 
necessary to put these principles into 
practice in respect of the safeguarding 
of American lives and American ships 
and asks for assurance that this will be 
done.

Rome, Italy, June 7.—The oldest, the 


smallest and the most peaceful republic 
in the world bus cast off its neutrality 
and plunged into war as the majority 
of other countries of Kurope have done. 
This is the little republic of San Ma- 
rino, twenty-two square miles in area, 
and entirely surrounded by Italian ter- 
ritory. 
San Marino has approved the 


course of Italy and declared itself "in 
a state of war." 


San Marino stands on a high moun 


tain, a few miles from Rimini, half-way 
down thP "hoot" of Italy, and from its 
lofty situation dominates thc Adriatic 
sea. 
It is less than 150 miles 
from 


Rome. 


Therefore, had it continued neutra 


Austrian 
aeroplanes 
operating 
fron 


1'nla. the Austrian naval base on 
the 


Adriatic, could in time of need, take 
refuge in San Marino, repair, take on 
new supplies and return home. 


This is not possible since San Ma- 


rino joined with Italy in the war and 
in addition Italy would have the bene- 
fit, if she wonted it, of Sjin Marino's 
standing army of sixty soldiers and two 
rnuiinii. the only cannon in the entire 
republic. 


I'lii'M- cannon are housed in theRoeca, 


once u fortress, hut now used as a jail 
and they are only good for firing as.- 
lutfis on festival diiys. 


The repuhlic hats a population of 12.- 


nfifl while the city of Sun Marino has a 
little over 1.500 inhabitants. 


In addition to thu standing army of 


sixty there are seven policemen and two 
government doctors. 


San Marino, situated on the top of a 


mountain almost in the heart of Unly, 
has been described "as a mole on the 
cheek of a fair lady." 


The story of the founding of thin tiny 


nation is as unique as the republic it- 
self. 


It is said that in the last part of the 


fourth century a stonecutter from Dal- 
mntia camo to the city of Rimini 
tn 


build walls for that city. He got the 
stone from quarries on Mount Titanns 
and in his spare time sought to pain con- 
verts to Christianity. He succeeded so 
well that a certain woman of title made 
him a present of thc mountain as a re- 
ward for his efforts. 


This mountain then became a refuge 


for persecuted Christians. 
When 
the 


stonecutter, Marinus by name, died, the 
little band he had gathered around him 
built a monastery, 
proclaimed him a 


saint, and then to further perpetuate his 
memory they established the republic of 
San Marino. 


Perched on a mountain, so rugged and 


steep as to make invasion a hopeless 
task for an enemy, San Marino has al- 
ways remained an independent state. 


There are no taxes, no crime and no 


high cost of living problem for every- 
body lives the simple life. 
They are

Thug a 
happy medium that suits everybody is 
reached. 


The transportation problem does not 


bother the inhabitants for there are no 
railroads or street cars. Everybody has 
his own little donkey and when 
they 


travel they do so via "the donkey line." 


There is only one level spot in the 


city of San Marino and that is the lit- 
tle" square in front of the government 
palace. 
It is called the hianello (the 


plain). In the center of this piazza is 
a etatue of liberty—the symbol that the 
inhabitants love and boast of so much— 
and beneath the statue is a well from 
which the city gets its water supply.
